I. Once again: nematodes parasitic in nematodes 


It is a true rarity to observe parasitic nematodes within the body of other 
nematodes; hardly a few data can be counted about this phenomenon in the world 
literature. I was however lucky enough in this respect and could repeatedly pub- 
lish some informations on these curious small worms (ANDRÁSSY, 1971, 1978, 
1981). Even now, I can give an account of a recent observation. 

In a mature female specimen of lotonchus zschokkei (MENZEL, 1913) 
ALTHERR, 1955 I found two individuals of a small parasitic nematode. They were 
observed in the body cavity of the host, more nearly, one of them was situated 
somewhat behind the cardia — but outside of the intestinal canal! — and the 
other in the tail, a little behind the anal opening (Fig. 1). Both specimens were 
very small in comparison with the host, to measure their exact lengths was how- 
ever not possible in consequence of their twisted or knotted position. Although 
the closer taxonomic status was not to he stated, they belonged most probably 
to the genus Nanomermis COBB, 1924.
